Some 1 BO-180 beef produ¬ 
cers from various states are 
prepared to file suit against 
some U.S. supermarket 
chains and the National Pro- 
visioner for allegedly keep¬ 
ing beef prices at artificially 

Two cases of 
scabies found 

Two outbreaks of cattle 
scabies—one in Colorado 
and one in Nebraska—were 
confirmed during July, 
USD A reported. 

Two outbreaks were also 
reported during July of last 
year. There have been 124 
outbreaks of cattle scabies 
so far in 1977, compared 
with 74 for the same 7 
month period in 1976—an 
increase of 60 cases over 
last year's figures. 

The Colorado case was 
found in Saguache County, 
and the other was reported 
in Cuming County, Neb. 

Quarantines have been 
placed on the two affected 
premises and will .not be 
lifted until the animals ore 
treated with approved 
pesticides under federal or 
slate supervision and found 
free of scabies mite infes¬ 
tation.

Wheat set-aside, 
reserve announced 

U.S. Deputy Agriculture 
Secretary John White has 
announced a three-pronged 
wheat and feedgrain plan, 
including: 

■ A 20% set-aside of 
1978 crop wheat. 

* .A 30-36 million ton food 
and feed grain reserve to be 
established prior to the be¬ 
ginning of the 1978-79 mar¬ 
keting year and a proposal 
to create a special, govern¬ 
ment-owned international 
emergency food reserve of 
up to 6 million tons. 

■ An immediate increase 
in loon rates for 1977 crop 
feed groins bringing corn to 
$2 from $1.76. 

White signaled the possi¬ 
bility of a 10% set-aside for 
1978 crop feedgrains, but 
said ho is not announcing 
the feedgrain set-aside until 
more is known about 1077 
production and consump¬ 
tion prospects. 

USDA awards grant

cattle. Although not many 
animals die from Deg Nala 
survivors.are unfit for meat 
or milk production.

Stroud says nutrition is 
problem for meat industry 


The suit alleges the 
supermarket prices, at n 
level which guaranteed n 
20% gross margin, caused 
shoppers to reduce their 
beef consumption. This 
resulted in fewer outlets for 
producers to sell their cattle 
and some producers suf¬ 
fered financinl losses in the 
process.

Nutrition end economic 
health, particularly of the 
cattle business, are the two 
most pressing problems 
facing the meat industry, 
according to National Live 
Stock and Meat Board 
president David Stroud. 

Stroud spoke to NLSMB 
representatives at a lun¬ 
cheon during the 66 th 
annual meeting of the board 
in Chicago, 111. 

Organize (tons of animol 
agriculture will have to 
counter nutrition "acti¬ 
vists" who claim animal 
foods are inefficient and 
"killer foods," Stroud said. 

Every time the moot 
industry trys to defend Itself 
against such "activist’' 


charges it is "drowned 
out," Stroud added. 

There will be serious 
consequences for the meat 
industry if it does not at¬ 
tempt to reach the public 
concerning nutrition. He 
called the nutrition problem 
the most important for the 
coming decade. 

Stroud added producers 
may not be fully aware of 
the diet problem. 

Stroud termed 11 irrespon¬ 
sible" some articles on 
nutrition. 1 'But because 
we're susceptible to infor¬ 
mation and because the 
public is concerned about 
health and weight prob¬ 
lems, individuals are willing 
to ovoid certain foods,"

The U.S. Inter national Trade Commission has rejected 
beef import restrictions sought by domestic livoBtock 
producers. 

The govcLiiniL'iil tariff panel, in a four-to-zero vote, 
decided that domestic livestock producers fniled to make a 
case for import quotne or other trade restrictions they wero 
seeking under the "import relief” provisions of the 1974 
Trnrie Act. 

The U.S. has voluntary agreements with Australia, New 
Zealand and other countries to holddown their beef exports 
to the U.S. market. But during the ITC inquiry, livestock 
industry groups argued that further mandatory import 
reslrictions wore needed. 

The ITC said it would contlnuo a general fact-finding 
inquiry on economic problems of tho dnmcGtic 
beef-producing industry.

usually respond to peni¬ 
cillin. This has no connec¬ 
tion with the use of small 


amounts of pencillin in 
animal feeds. 

"The FDA proposal to 
end this uso cannot possibly 
contribute to the preser¬ 
vation of penicillin’s effec¬ 
tiveness as a medical treat¬ 
ment. Furthermore, the use 
oF penicillin in animal feeds 
has been beneficial to con¬ 
sumers for 26 yews because 
it has led to lower prices [fit¬ 
ment and has helped to 
conserve the supply of food. 
Tho meat thus produced is 
less apt to be contaminated

groups and forces which 
threaten their very exist¬ 
ence as productive, inde¬ 
pendent producers of food 
within the free enterprise 
system. , 

* 1 As it is now, a lifetime of 
work in breeding or pasture 
improvement nr scientific 
feeding can be wiped out by 
a stroke of a President’s pen 
on ill-advised legislation. 
We must create more 
industry awareness of what 
NCA membership, and 
actions, can do to keep those 
kinds of things from 
happening." 

McDougal said he looks 
at beef producers’ greatest 
long term challenge as that 
coming from tho federal 
government—particularly 
from the increasingly influ¬ 
ential Congressional and 
agency staff people who 
either don't understand 
agriculture or are using 
their positions as a vehicle 
for "social reform" that 
eventually could destroy 
commercial agriculture as 
cattlemen now know it. 

"Good cattlemen can 
solve their basic manage¬ 
ment problems, ’’ he contin¬ 
ued. "Also, while the cattle 
cycle, the market and 
weather huve been devasta¬ 
ting to most of us, those 
kinds of problems event¬ 
ually correct themselves. In 
the case of government, 
however, the trend has been 
only lo still harsher and less 
realistic laws and regula¬ 
tions which Impact nil 
phases of our operations. 

"I say tho linio hus come 
for all of us in this industry 
to join together and plan our 
own destinies—not g«i on 
Jetting our every method of 
operation and our way of life 
bo largely determined by 
those in policy positions 


who think we are incapable 
of planning our own futures, 
who would take away our 
individual freedoms, who 
would eliminate not just 
cattlemen’s but the public’s 
freedom of choice in food 
and economic matters.' 1 

McDougal explained that 
NCA’s new structure — 
including active participa¬ 
tion by regional officers, 
committee chairmen, coun¬ 
cil chairmen, members and 
affiliated associations, as 
well as a new staff 
alignment—is designed to 
enhance NCA’s role as an 
authoritative, responsible, 
credible spokesman and 
advocate — "an organiza¬ 
tion of, by and for 
cattlemen." 

In this connection, he 
emphasized the importance 
of an effective commodity 
group. He said most issues 
that create points of 
difference involving gov¬ 
ernment or the public 
revolve nround a specific 
commodity like beef—not 
just agriculture in general. 
To deal with these prob¬ 
lems, he said, u strong 
commodity organization is 
essontial. 

At the same time, he add¬ 
ed, NCA will work closely 
with other agricultural and 
business groups on govern- 
menl-cnuaed prob¬ 
lems of mutual concern. He 
also said he was determined 
to communicate more close¬ 
ly with responsible con¬ 
sumer and other public 
interest groups. Without 
better public understanding 
uf beef production and beef 
economics, he pointed out, 
the minority position of 
cattlemen and agriculture 
will be more difficult to 
sustain. 

Noting that hard-pressed

cattlemen have gone 
through almost four years of 
financial adversity, McDou- 
gnl said NCA will work in 
the economic research und 
information arena —seek¬ 
ing. for one thing, to modify 
the cuttle cycle. 

He ulso cited tho 
continuing need for a well 
funded beef reseuich and 
information program, and 
he said he planned to join in 
efforts to hold another beef 
referendum and win neces¬ 


sary producer acceptance. 

McDougul is the chief 
executive officer of NCA.

A spray of hope for stemming musk thistle 
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TRUCKS AND AUTOS

There’s now help coming 
this fall for frustrated 
ranchers and farmers fight¬ 
ing the tough musk thistle— 
public enemy No. 1 on Ne¬ 
braska’s noxious weed list. 

For the first time, they’ll 
be able to use a herbicide 
that’s proven 09% effective 
against this spiny weed In 
research conducted on plots 
near Ord since 1976 by Uni¬ 
versity of Nebraska weed 
scientists. 

The herbicide is Tordon 
22 K, a material so active 
against musk thistle that ef¬ 
fective control is achieved 
with application of only six 
to eight fluid ounces per 
acre, says Dr. Fred Roefch, 
i weed specialist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Nebraska south 
central research station at 
Clay Center. The herbicide 
• appews equally effective 
when applied in the spring 
or fail, he adds.
